THE FREE STATE AGREEMENT WITH

MISAPPREHENSIONS DISPELLED. 


In view of the prominence given to the 
payment of land annuities during Free State 
elect.cns aud in Dail debates the followin 
authoritative statement on the subject wil 
be of interest to many thousands of our 
readers. It clearly shows the arrangement 
come to between the British and Free State 
Governments, anJ should dispel a good many 
prevalent misapprehnsions. 

The position as regards the collection «and 
payment of land purchase annuities in the 
financial year 1922-23 is governed by Article 
42 of the Heads of Working Arrangements 
for implementing the Treaty, which were 
agreed to at a conference in January, 1922. 
This Article, an /rish Times representative 
informed, provides that, pending a 
definite arrangement for capitalisation, the 
lrish Government be responsible for the re- 
covery of payments due in respect of local 
loans and the collection of land purchase 
annuities and for paying over the proceeds to 
the British” Exchequer. 

It is true that Article 4 of the Provisional 
Government (Transfer of Functions) Order, 
dated 1st April, 1922, provided that “‘(i.) all 


Was 


sums collected by the Provisional Government ' 


after the date of transfer on account of (a) 
purchase annuities payable in respect of land 
situated in Southern Ireland, inclading any 
existing arrears thereof; and (b) sums due on 
account of existing Joans made to authorities 
and persons in Southern Ireland out of the 
Local Loans Fund, the Development Fund, 
the Road Improvement Grant or Road Fund, 
or other similar public fund, shall be paid 
into their Exchequer. 

“ (ii.) Subject to any arrangements which 
may be made under this Order, there shall 
from time to time be paid “ut of the 
[’xchequer of the Provisional Government into 
the Irish Land Purchase Fuad or Account 
such sums as may after the date of transfer 

required to discharge the liabilities of 
those funds and accounts in respect of interest 
on stock or advances issued or made im con- 
nection with land purchase in Southern Ire- 
land, and to meet the corresponding sinking 
fund. charges.” 

TRANSFER OF LAND COMMISSION 

SERVICES. 

Article 6 of the ahove-mentioned Order pro- 
vided, however, that the date of transfer 
should be such date as might be agreed be- 
tween the British Government and the Pro- 
visional Government. Agreement was sub- 
sequently reached that the date of transfer 
' Land Commission services should be the 
Ist day of April, 1923. The consequence was 
that in 1922-23 the Land Commission con- 
tinued to lodge to the credit of the Irish Land 
urchase Fund and the Land Purchase 
\ccount the annuities collected by them. Any 
deficiencies in the collection were made good 
from the Guarantee Fund, the management of 
which also was not transferred until Ist 
April, 1925. 

From Ist April, 1923, until the passing of 
the Land Act, 1925, all annuities collected 
were paid into the Exchequer and a vote vas 
taken in the Dail, and passed without opposi- 
tion, in June, 1923, in order to enable the 
appropriate payments to be made under 
Article 4 of the Provisional 
Transfer of Functions) Order, 1922. 

In order to obviate the necessity of takin 
annual votes for payments of this nature, an 
to clear up the position as regards the Guaran- 
tee Fund, Section 12 was veaorted in the Land 
\ct, 1925. It is clear from this section that 
jt was never contemplated on either side that 
the question of paying over the purchase 
annuities accruing due under the Land Acts, 
1891-1909 should come up for review in con- 
nection with Article 5 of the Treaty. The 
fullest publicity was given to all the arrange- 
ments, and all the relevant documents were 
] iblished. 

QUESTION OF INCOME TAX 
DEDUCTION. 

It is equally clear that the question vf 
the purchase annuities had been finally dis- 
posed of in 1923, and that the settlement 
arrived at had *-ceived the full approval of 
the Dail. A dispute arose, however, as to 
whether the Free State was entitled to de- 
duct income tax from the amounts collectible, 
and sums were withheld on this account on 
every half-yearly payment to the British 
National Debt Commissioners. 

When the question of double income tax 
had reached a satisfactory solution, there 
was no longer any valid reason for withhold- 
ing payment of part of the annuities, It was 
accordingly agreed that the annuities should 
be paid in full, and this agreement was em- 
bodied in Head I. of the Heads of the Ulti- 
mate Financial Settlement. 

The question of the payment of the an- 

had been finally disposed of by the 
Land Act, 1923, and the question of deduc- 
tions from those.payments was the only matter 
remaining to be disposed of at the Ultimate 
Vinancial Settlement, so far as the purchase 
annuities were concerned, It was, accord- 
agly, provided that ‘‘the Government of the 
Irish Free State undertake the payment to the 
British Government at agreed intervals 
the full amount of the annuities accruing due

BONUS AND EXCESS STOCK CHARGES. 
{nother question that arose for settlement

of that Fund (i.e., £160,000 per annum), and 
otherwise out of moneys provided by Partia- 

\ strict interpretation of Article 4 (ii.) of 

e Provisional Government (Transfer of Func- 

s) Order, 1922, quoted above, might imply 
the Free State had accepted responsi- 
for payment of all bonus and excess 

K charges 1n respect of land purchase ro- 

ceedings in the Saorstat. It was contended, 

vever, that these charges were an Im- 
perial liability, and eventually it was agreed 
that the Free State contribution should be 
fixed at £134,500 per annum from the end of 
the financial year 1926-27, an annual contribu- 
tion of £160,000 being paid up to that date. 

This agreement was embodied im Head 
of the heads of the ultimate financial settle- 
ment. The £134,500 represents the Free 
State share of the £160,000 which was made 
available ‘n the guarantee fund for meeting 
charges in respect of excess stock. 

BURDEN ASS: 8” BY THE BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT, 

The burden assumed by the British Govern- 
ment is very considerable, as is made cleat 
by the fact that a net sum of £976,100 is 
provided in British votes in 1927-28 in respect 
of bonus and excess stock charges in connece 
tion with land purchase proceedings in the 
lrish Free State. A further sum of £216,400 

» provided for similar charges in con 

with land purchase in Northern Íre: 
but this amount is recoverable by de- 
n from the Northern Ireland share of 

erved taxes. i 

In addition, about £29,000 per annum 16 
paid from British votes for the remuneration 
to the Banks of England and Ireland for the ' 
management of land stocks. 

There has been a considerable amount of 
discussion as to the “free gift ’’ of the pur- 
chase annuities under the Government of Ire- 
land Act, 1920, The “free gift” is more ap- 
parent than real. Section 24 of the Ac Pee, 
vided that these should be deducted from . 
the Irish share of reserved taxes in each year 
the net cost to the Exchequer of the United 
Kingdom during the. year of the reserved 
Services. ' 

POSITION IN NORTHERN IRELAND. 
The Land Commission was a reserved ser- 
vice under the Act, and Section 24 has been 
held to cover the case of bonus and excess 
stock charges.

It is, of course, obvious to any n of 
intelligence that if the purchase annuities had 
not been handed over to the Governments of 
Southern and Northern Ireland under the Act 
of 1920, the whole finances of that Act would 
have had to be recast and the Imperial con- 
tribution would have had to be decreased by 
an amount equivalent to the purchase an- 
nuities, j 

it 1s, however, entirely useless to compare 
the arrangements existing in Northern Ireland 
with those existing in the Free State. The 
Act of 1920, which governs the financial 
scheme in the six counties, is not, and never 
was, operative im the area comprising the 
Free State. | 
“ We in the Free State,” our representa- 
tive was informed, “have not been given 
any portion of the land annuities; but we 
have to pay no Imperial contribution, and 
we have full fiscal freedom.” - 

The object of the long series of Irish Land 
Purchase Acts—which culminated in the 
Land Act of 1923, with its comprehensive and 
compulsory provisions, designed to bring all 
agricultural land within its scope—was 
essentially the transfer of the ownership of 
holdings of land from landlord to tenant by 
means of advances made by the Land Com- 
mission to purchase the landlord's interest. 
These advances were repayable by the tenant 
by means of an annuity, payable half-yearly 
to the Land Commission, including interest 
on the amount of the advance and a sinking 
fund sufficient to amortise the advance after 
a term of years. 

THE ISSUE OF LAND STOCK, 
The money necessary for these advances 
was raised as required by the issue of Land 
Stock (the interest thereon being guaranteed 
by the Government), which was taken up 
by the investing public and ranked among 
the  gilt-edged * gecurities. The: main 
function of the Government in the scheme of 
land purchase was thus to provide the 
administrative machinery and expenses inci- 
dental to the transfer of land from landlord 
to tenant, and to guarantee the interest on 
the Land Stock. 
In order to safeguard the Covernment 
against any loss through any default of tenant 
purchesers in the payment of their annuities, 
the finances of each County Council became 
liable for any afrears in that county 
(usually by way of deduction from grants m 
aid of rates), such arrears being made 
out of a guarantee fund, pending collection 
from the defaulters, when the guarantee 
fund was recouped. . 
The security for repayment of the advances 
for land purchase was thus thrown ultimately 
on the ratepayers. It follows that the real 
contractual relation for the payment of land 
purchase annuities was between the pur- 
chasing tenants and the stockholders, the 
Government asting as intermediary, and fhe 
local credit of the county being used as 
security. 
The amount of annuities collectable by the 
Land Commission at present from purchasers 
of vested holdings or parcels is ,119,000 
per annum. 

RELIEF OF CONGESTION. 

In addition to the direct transfers from 
landiord to tenant, a further important 
object of the more recent Irish Land Pur- 
chase Acts was the relief of congestion. 
Wit. this object in view, increasing powers 
(culminating in the compulsory provisions of 
the Land Act, 1923) were given to the Land 
Commission to acquire untenanted land by 
age = from the owners and: to atilise it 
or the creation of new holdings or the 
enlargement of existing small holdings to 
such size as to make them economic farms. 
Schemes for distribution of the untenanted 
land acquired are prepared by the Land Com- 
mission to provide for local needs and relief 
of congestion by migration, and parcels of 
such land are vested in the allottees, subject 
to arranged annuities payable to the Land 
Commission by the pusthnaens the amount of 
the: annuities being determined so as to pay 
th» interest on (and ultimately amortise) the 
price paid for the land, which is raised by 
the issue of land stock or bonds, as explained 
above. 
The area of untenanted land acquired and 
distributed by the Land Commission and the 
late Congested Districts Board under the 
Land Purchase Acts ‘prior to the Land Act 
1925 is over 860,000 acres (including 140,000 
acres distributed since the establishment of 
the Free State), and this area has, as stated 
below, been considerably increased by pro- 
ceedings under the Land Act, 1923. 

IMPROVEMENT OF HOLDINGS. 

As to improvement of holdings, the money 
required by the Land Commission for the 
making of roads, fences and drains, for the 
division of turbary, and for the erection of 
buildings on newly created holdings is pro- 
vided by the Government out of public funds. 
The purchasers repay with their purchase 
annuities so much of this as the Land Com- 
mission decides is reasonable. 
The total advances made under the Land 
Purchase Acts prior to the Land Act, 1923, 
in the twenty-six counties of Saorstat Eireann 
amounted to nearly £100,000,000 in respect 
of ‘some 314,000 holdings, comprising a 
total area of 11,300;000 acres,. of which 
£6,250,000 in respect of 27,700 holdings and 
950,000 acres has béen advanced since the 
establishment of the Frée State Government. 
These figures include estates purchased by 
the Land 
Districts Board for the purpose of re-sale to 
tenahts and other persons. 
In addition, a total of 23,796,000 has been 
acvanced by the Land Commission to Rural 
District Councils under the provisions of the 
Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906-1914, repayable 
by annuities, as in the case of ordinary 
advances. 
‘AMOUNT REQUIRED TO COMPLETE 
LAND PURCHASE. 
It is estimated that £30,000,000 will be 
required to complete Land Purchase in 
Saorstat Eireann under the 1923 Act. As 
regards tenanted land, close on 100, 
holdings situate on some 6,000 estates have 
to be dealt with, and schedules of parti- 
culars and maps of rg all these estates 
have now been obtained by the Land Com- 
mission, comprising an area of 2,730,000 
acres and a previous rental of £1,225,000. 
The work of survey, checking, hearing of 
objections and inspection necessary before 
‘his land can be vested in the T.and Commis- 
sion is ae proceeded with as rapidly as 
possible, and already an area 565,000 
acres enbescing 15,000 oe” and Am 
senting. a standard price of ,500 ,000 as 
been provisionally gazetted as a preliminary 
to being vested. 
As regards unvtenanted land, the Land 
Commission have already acquired 184,000 
acres of untenanted land for a total price of 
approximat £2,000,000, and of. this area 
120,000 acres have been divided amongst 
5,300 allottees, and the semainder is in pro- 
cess of distribution. In addition, 146,000 
acres of untenanted Jan are in process of 
being purchased by the Land Commission, 
and enquiries are“ being made as to the 
suitability for pu of a further area of 
40,000 acres under the Land Act, 1923.

The coming of 4 
practical age, however, has swept away 
most of these relics of enchantment anid 
sorcery, and one almost sighs with reg >t 
to think that leprechaund and fairies now 
live in the “ Never-Never’’ land, and 
only visit us on festive occasions to charm 
very tiny mortal indeed. 


A TRIO OF FAILURES? 


According to statements made at the 
annual meeting of the Belfast Chamber of 
Trade during the week-end, the Northern 
Government, the Belfast Corporation, and 
the City and District Water Commis- 
sioners have failed grievously in the proper 
performance of their duties. As these 
three bodies virtually rule the North, the 
prospect for good government. is not a very 
pleasant one if the charges made against 
them are correct. Mr. James KE. 
Anderson, the newly elected president, 
complained that the Government had done 
nothing to encourage the trade of Ulster 
except for the shipbuilding subsidy. 
Large sums, he declared, had been spent 
in housing and relief schemes, and in his 
opinion it would have been much better 
if a large percentage of the money had 
been applied to the reduction of taxation 
and civic rating, the provision of cheap 
electrical power and cheap water, and in 
an endeavour to attract new industries fo 
the province. 

In that way he thought much could 
have beén done to absofb the unemployed, 
instead of leaving them to depend on the 
‘dole’? and to become ~work-shy. Such 
criticism is always interesting in so far 4s 
it tends to show the different points of 
view of the employer and the employed. 
It ends there. What would have happened 
to the unfortunate workless and their 
families if the Government had not come 
to their assistance in providing relief 
schemes? A multitude of people would have 
been pauperised, and their poverty would 
have been reflected in reduced trade which 
“he Chamber seeks to foster; for no one 
class of the community suffers alone in 
times of adversity. Whatever faults the 
Government may have, it showed clear 
vision and wise statesmanship in its 
sympathetic consideration of the poor. 


A VEIL OF SECRECY. 


With regard to its criticisms of the 
Water Commissioners the Chamber has 
certainly some grounds for its strictures. 
Mr. James Price, the outgoing president, 
who has always taken a deep interest in 
the Silent Valley reservoir scheme, said that 
they were unable to deal with the question 
as they would have liked in consequence 
of information having been refused by the 
Water Board, He pointed out that the 
Commissioners conducted their business in 
private, and the citizens were, therefore, 
ignorant of what was taking place. 
Thousands of pounds are being expended 
weekly on the project in search of a 
foundation, and Mr. Price expressed the 
hope that bottom would soon be found for 
the reservoir. A veil of secrecy still 
obscures the situation, and many people 
believe that the Silent Valley is a morass, 
incapable of providing A proper founda- 
tion for the proposed works. 

Many years ago the Valley 
prospected by an engineer of the Water 
Board, now deceased, and his report was 
unfavourable, attention being drawn to 
the presence of running sand; but bis 
opinion was not accepted, and the 
document was consigned to the limbo of 
forgotten things. The present Commis- 
sioners have a difficult position to con- 
front, and it would be better if they would 
take the ratepayers into their full 
confidence. By doing so they would win 
the sympathy and support of all classes 
of the community in bringing the scheme 
to a successful termination. No doubt, 
however, they are actuated by the best 
motives in the conduct of their hasiness. 


UNIONIST PARTY BLAMED. 


A prominent member of the motor in- 
dustry thought that the Chamber should 
discuss the question of the appointment of 
Commissioners to replace the Corporation, 
and should let it be known that unless the 
Council acted on the report of the McClure 
Committee they would insist on its sup- 
pression ; but it was pointed out that, as 
the matter was still under consideration, 
the time was inopportune to pursue it 
further at present. Commenting on the 
subject, the President said that the chaotic 
state of affairs in the Corporation had 
been brought about by the way in which 
candidates were selected for the Council 
without reference to their business capa- 
city, but solely on political considera- 
tions, and he thought a great responsi- 
bility rested on the Unionist Party

machine in that connection. 


The existing system of selection has been 
the cause of much bitter feeling, and 
efforts have been made to remedy it, but 
without success. It is, therefore, all to 
the good that, even so late, these business 
organisations should recognise the folly of 
permitting public representatives to he 
chosen and forced on the people by would- 
be political “ bosses,’’ and small coteries 
influenced chiefly by party considerations. 


A_ PERNICIOUS SY 


Once that pernicious system is broken, 
things will gradually right themselves. At 
present “Independents’’ are ‘not wanted 
in the North, and from time to time they 
have come under the censure of the Prime 
Minister and officialdom generally. ll 
authoritative Unionist power issues from 
one central source in Belfast, and obloquy 
falls upon the man who venture’ to assert 
his freedom of action—in civic and par- 
liamentary elections. It is, therefore, 
gratifying to learn that the Chamber of 
Trade is advocating what it should have 
done long ago—and that is to send candi- 
dates forward from its own

FINANCIAL CONTORTIONS. 


The slump in the price of pork has 
created consternation amongst the farming 
community, and no one appears to be able 
to give a satisfactory reason for the de- 
cline in value. Strangely enough, how- 
ever, the reduction in figures is, not re- 
flected in the shops, and the consumer is 
called upon to pay just as usual, Mr. T. 
McDowelly the General Secretary of the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union, says that the pork 
markets of Northern Ireland display the 
most curious financial contortiors that it 
has ever been his lot to observe, and he sug- 
gests that the buyers,seem to have a pretty 
good understanding as to the prices they 
should pay, even if they have not an 
organisation to protect their interests. The 
difference between the price paid to the 
farmer and the retail cost is out of all 
proportion, even after making every pos- 
sible allowance for “curing, freight and 
handling generally; and, if thé” breeder 
could get some of the ultimate profit 
gathered in by the distributors, it would 
relieve him of many of his difficulties. 
Agriculture, with its allied departments ol 
live stock and dairy products, is in a 
bad way; in fact, Mr. Archdale said the 
other day that it is in such a desperate 
plight that it can hardly carry on, and 
it would, therefore, seem to be the im- 
perative duty of the Government to do 
something to keep it from perishing alto- 
gether. As the Premier said some time 
ago, it is time that there was less talking 
and more work; and it is the duty of the 
Government to lead the way in getting on 
with the job. 


RAILWAY CRISIS, 


The critical position Which has arisen 
in connection with Irish railways is 
causing grave concern throughout the 
province. It is difficult. for anyone out- 
side the official circle to understand all 


clearly enough. Tie staffs on the Belfast 
and County Down Railway have accepted 
the cut of ten per cent. in all salaries 
and wages which comes into operation to- 
morrow ; but the decision of the associated 
railways to pay certain grades of new 
workmen entering their service ten 
shillings per week less than the present 
rate of pay is strenuously opposed, and at 
a meeting of the railwaymen, held in 
Belfat last night, it was decided to go on 
strike unless the proposal is withdrawn. 
A strike just at the time when industry 
is improving, and railway receipts are 
showing an upward tendency, would be 
disastrous both North and South ; for the 
border does not count in this matter, 
Northern Ireland and the Free State 
being equally involved. This is a questivn 
in which the Wages Board might intervene 
with beneficial effect. The differences are 
not so very great that they cannot be com- 
posed amicably, and, as no one really 
wants to quarrel, there is always the will 
to peace. Trade and commerce require all 
the fostering they can get, and-the disloca- 
tion of traffic even for a short period will 
result in a set-back from which it would 
be difficult to recover. Here is an oppor- 
tunity for the Belfast and Dublin Govern- 
meénts to co-operate for the benefit of the 
whole country. 


GIFTS TO THE CATHEDRAL. 


A’ very interesting ceremony took place 
in Belfast Cathedral yesterday when the 
“ Respond of Justice,” carved on the 
capital of one of the principal pillars, was 
dedicated by the Bishop of Down, while an 
appropriate sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Dr. McNeile, Regius Professor of 
Divinity in Trinity College, Dublin. 
The Respond was the gift of Judge 
Thompson, Recorder of Belfast, and 
the congregation included a large 
number of people interested in 
administration of justice, amongst them 
being the Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, the Lord Chief Justice, Lord 
Justice Andrews, Mr. Justice Wilson and 
Mr. Justice Brown, together with Cabinet 
Ministers and prominent members of the 
legal profession. Within recent years the 
cathedral has been greatly enriched with 
beautiful carving, and the Dean of Bel- 
fast, the Very Rev. H. R. Brett, is at 
present promoting a scheme for the 
erection of a chapel for small meetings on 
the south side of the building, for 
which provision has been made in the 
plans of the cathedral. The carving of 
the Respond was carried out by Miss 
Praeger, the well-known sculptress. Several 
other gifts were also dedicated yesterday.

The Carlow Beet-Sugar Factory, which 
began the season’s operations yesterday, 
was visited in the afternoon by Mr. Ernest 
Blythe, Minister for Finance; Mr. P. 
McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce; and Mr, Desmond Fitzgerald, 
Minister for Defence. Another visitor was 
Archbishop Clune, of Perth. 

The factory’s first season ended last 
February, and from then unti] yesterday 
some two hundred hands were constantly 
employed. For the coming season this 
number has been increased to five hundred, 
and it is expected that this number will 
be maintained until next January. They 
are paid elevenpence per hour for a 56 
hours’ week, which is worked in three 
shifts. The work of the factory will be 
continued day and night for the seven 
days of the week until the end of the 
season. 

THE CROP. 

The beet crop has been coming in since 
the 2lst October, but there has been a 
delay in its transport owing to the wet 
season and the necessity of harvesting the 
perishable crops before the beet. During 
the fine weather early last month, how- 
ever, the growers were able to harvest and 
prepare the crop for the factory, and con- 
signments are now arriving regularly. 

The capacity of the factory is 1,500 tons 
a day, and if the 15,000 acres which have 
been contracted for give a yield of nine 
tons per acre—the yield that is expected— 
the factory will treat 135,000 tons, and 
the work will last about ninety days. If 
the yield is only eight tons per acre the 
number of working days will be reduced. 
The management believe that the crop will 
provide woik until the end of next 
January. 

The factory presented a busy scene yes- 
terday, when hundreds “of men were 
engaged in receiving and dealing with con- 
sionments of beet which were arriving by

REPORTED HITCH. 

It is reported that another hitch has oc- 
curred in connection with the £55,000 Dundalk 
Harbour scheme. The Department of Industry 
and Commerce, in view of the evidence given 
at the recent sitting of the Harbours Tribunal 
in Dundalk, has intimated to the Harbour 
Board that, pending further inquiry, no 
further expenditure is to be undertaken or 
sanctioned. 

The scheme has been sanctioned by the 
Oireachtas, but there have been delays extend- 
ing over several years, due to the ‘eter 
work necessary. Recently the Harbour Board 
arranged with the London, Midland and Scot- 
tish Company to purchase that company’s 
quay at Dundalk, thus removing, it was felt, 
one of the biggest obstacles.

NORTHERN POSTAL WORKERS’ 
PROTEST. 

At the quarterly meeting of Northern 
Ireland District Council of the Union of Post 
Office Workers, which was held in Cookstown, 
a resolution protesting against the retention 
of officers beyond the sixty years age limit 
was passed unanimously.

PLANS OF IRISH SOCIETY. 

Discussing future plans of the Biblio- 
Kopáice Society of Ireland, the Rev. 3S. 
srown, S.J., who presided at the first winter 
meeting of the Society in the Royal Irish 
Academy, Dublin, last night, said that they 
had been trying to get in touch with 
librarians all over the country to induce 
everybody connected with libraries to co- 
operate with them. The Society could supply 
a good deal of information to librarians that 
librarians could not obtain themselves, and 
could assist the spread of the library move- 
ment, which was not as widely adopted in 
Ireland as it ought to be.

One of the 
Society’s ambitions was a_ bibliographical 
library, but the members realised that in 
Irish bibhography the ground that yet 
emained to be covered was enormous.

SIR HAMILTON HARTY’S 
IRISH SYMPHONY,

It is usual—indeed, it is unavoidable—to 
recognise in the Beethoven symphony series 
a regular alternation, as of strong and weak 
accents in a line of verse. Numbers one and 
two are the light syllables leading to the 
first strong beat, the ‘‘ Eroica,” to which 
succeeds the weak fourth, We go on to 
strong fifth, weak sixth, strong seventh, weak 
eighth, strong ninth—and the tenth, what 
would it have been? 

When a conductor has a fine orchestra 
under his command, naturally he wants to 
employ it in great tasks, just as the pianists 
all want to play the ‘‘ appassionata,’”’ instead 
of applying their powers in illuminating one 
of the lighter sonatas. As a result, we have 
conductors and orchestias engaged constantly 
on the third, fifth, seventh and ninth 
symphonies. :The'sixth, too, they sometimes 
bring forward because audiences like its 
pastoral subjects. The fourth and eighth we 
seldom hear, except when an _ orchestral 
society sets out deliberately to present all 
nine in series, 

This much has been said in order to 
indicate the’ approach to the Fourth 
Symphony, which for our edification was 
included in the Halle Orchestra’s first pro- 
gramme at Ballsbridge yesterday. It. is the 
weak accent following the stress of the 
“ Eroica ” syraphony. To hear it played with 
resources and care, such as—more often are 
devoted to the greater symphonies in the 
series was an experience of the kind for which 
we look to the Royal Dublin Socety. For a 
full understainding of Beethoven we must 
take note of weak as well as strong accents. 
Thas we learn what it is in Beethoven that 
leaves him still the commanding figure in 
the realm of symphony. Had he left only 
the fourth, sixth and eighth symphonies, he 
still would have ranked high among sym- 
phonic composers. It is in what is missing 
from these, and present in the others, that 
we find the key to his supremacy. 

Of tle Fourth Symphony as we heard it 
yesterday, it need only be noted now that its 
composer was the composer oí the later 
“Pastrol.’’ Here he is trying his wood-notes. 
Such was the spirit of Sir Hamilton Harty’s 
delivery of it through the orchestra. 

The ‘“‘Qberon’’ overture was an admirable 
prelude to a symphony of that colour, It 
gave us, too, a clue to Sir Hamilton 
Harty’s qualities. Such music as that 
of Weber has been for most of us 
the initiation into the magic of orchestral 
music. As it stirred all the German 
composers of its day to romanticism, so 
it has stirred us all in our days of new 
susceptibility to romantic stimulus in music. 
We have known times when a chord or a 
phrase from the ‘‘ Oberon’’ Overture was 
sure to set our fancy tingling. We go on 
hearing orchestral music of all kinds and 
become sophisticated, so that we come to 
think of old things like “ Oberon” as of 
romantic episodes ef the past now remem- 
bered coldly. What Sir Hamilton Harty 
does is to take hold of such music and give 
it to us again with such touches as recall 
the old romantic flavour. He sees these 
scores with eyes still young and apt to 
kindle still at hints of beauty. Yesterday 
the ‘‘.Oberon’’ Overtedre gleamed again with 
its old colour of romance—gleamed to those 
now sophisticated as it did when they were 
ready to be set dreaming by any old per- 
formance of it. 

The qualities that enabled Sir Hamilton 
Harty to work on the material of the 
““Oberon ” Overture in that way went also to 
win full value from the vivid and ardent 
musie of Berlioz in the ‘‘Carneval Romain.” 
Was it a fact that since Sir Hamilton Harty 
last conducted the ‘‘ Carneval”’ here three 
years or s0-ago he has worked it to a 
brighter point of refulgence, or was it simply 
that his alertness for every grain in the score 
that may be made to gleam brought out again 
lights that the eye did not seize before! 

The brilliant Spanish piece by Turina has 
its colour in splashes; the conductor in that 
simply revelled in the resources of his orches- 
tra for such picturesque work. The smaller 
pieces that completed the programme showed 
what the orchestra could do in an opposite 
stvle—that of delicate tones. In these the 
flautist had a noteworthy part. ’

Sir Hamilton Harty’s own big work, “' An 
Irish Symphony,” held chief place in the pro- 
gramme of the second recital. Concerning 
the rest, a few words must suffice. What 
the conductor had done with the ‘‘ Oberon '' 
Overture in the afternoon he did again with 
the “ Leonora’’ Overture. Young com- 
posers of the romantic school slept with the 
score of ‘‘ Leonora No. ó” under their pil- 
lows. When given its full romantic flavour, 
as in Sir Hamilton Harty’s interpretation, it 
accounts for a whole lot. of later music. The 
best of the Wagner section of the-programme 
was the pomp of the Mastersingers’ proces- 
sion. The “ Scheherazade Suite ” set off in 
highest brilliance the technical excellence of 
the orchestra, which, by the way, came to 
Ballsbridge 48 strong. 

{t was the first performance in Dublin of 
Sir Hamilton Harty’s Symphony. When i 
heard it before, at Belfast, I thonght the 
music magnificent, but, aiter following a 
symphonic track from LErahms to Elgar, 
tripped at the word '“ symphony”’ as a port- 
manteau title for a set of Imsh “ Scenes.’’ 
On reflection, and thinking of the “New 
World’ and some other symphonies, 1 find 
no difficulty now in the title, and the second 
ma of ‘‘ An Irish Symphony “ increased 
my admiration for a remarkably brilliant 
piece of work. The composer has defined 
the inspiration of the four movements by 
attaching to them names rich in associations 
for a son of the North—‘‘ On the Shores of 
Lough Neagh,’’ “A Fair Day,” “In the 
Antrim Hills,’’ and ‘‘The Twelfth of July,” 
the last bearing the humorously appropriate 
direction con molto brio. In these move- 
ments he has developed actual themes of 
Irish origin with a ik use of moderna 
devices of orchestration, so as to construct a 
set of characteristic musical pictures and to 
arouse responses of mood in which Irish 
memories are turned over in tender and 
humorous retrospect. The several moods are 
distinct and definite, and are assisted by— 
shall I say?—sublimated echoes of actual 
sounds, such as those of a flute und drum 
band in the “ Fair Day ” scherzo, and again 
in the ‘ Twelfth of July ” finale. The method 
is related to that used by Elgar in his 
‘‘ Cockaigne ’’ Overture, but the spirit is the 
loftier spirit connoted by the syaiphonic form, 
worked out not, as in the Elgar Symphonies, 
introspectively, but in a more objective 
manner. This symphony, while having, like 
Dvorak’s ‘‘ New World,” a local inspiration, 
should make a universal appeal, and be as 
racy to foreign ears as music in foreign 
idioms is to ours. 

Details of the score are rich in novel 


charm, and not for one moment does the 


heart of the music beat feebly, The sym- 
phony could not fail to make a great im- 
peeenen wherever it is played, and one would 
like to hear of Sir Hamilton Harty receiving 
invitations to conduct it in musical centres 
abroad. It would enhance his reputation. 
The large audience at Ballsbridge yesterday 
found it pain and moving, and gave its 
composer a mighty acclaim at the close.

AND 


THE THREE GREATEST FORCES 


IN THE WORLD. 

An interesting address, entitled “The 
Challenge to Rotary,” was delivered yester- 
day at Clery’s Restaurant to the Dubin 
Rotary Club by the Rev. J. E. Hutton. He 
began by quoting from Mr. John Galsworthy, 
who wrote that at the present moment the 
whole world was in a precious mess. He 
supposed that Galsworthy was right when 
he said that the mess was largely due to the 
progress of destructive science. Whe same 
thing had been said: by other great writers. 
In his recent History of England George 
Macaulay Trevelyan says that the chief 
danger to humanity now is our command 
over the forces of. ovr nature. “Tn the 
earlier period,’ says the author, ‘ man’s 
impotence to contend with nature made his 
life brutish and brief. To-day his very com- 
mand over nature has become his greatest 
pert!,”’ 

Was it possible that the whole world was 
going to commit race suicide? ‘* Yes,” said 
the modern scientist.. Was it, however, pre- 
ventible? Yes, On the side of peace and 
good-wiil there were already great forces 
Its backbone was the League of Nations; 
another was the Pen Club, another the Boy 
Scouts, the merchant, and last, but not 
least, Rotary International. : 

THE THREE GREATEST FORCES. 

Galsworthy seemed to think that of the 
fon. movements Rotary was the most impor- 
tant. At the present time, said Galsworthy, 
the three greatest forces in the world are 
science, finance and the Press. Science 
invents the bombs, finance supplies the 
money, and the Press advertises ideas. In 
alliance these three could either wreck or 
save the world. If they unite on the wrong 
side they can annihilate us; if they unite on 
the right side they can save us, and the busi- 
ness of the Rotary movement is to see that 
the right side wins the day. If Rotary was 
of any use at all, it would have its effect on 
the individval and make him .a better man 
than he was before; it would, through Lis 
example and influence, affect the trade or 
profession to which he belonged. Through 
the club to which he belonged it would have 
an effect en his town or city, and make the 
town or city a happter and a healthier place 
than it was before. Further, it would have 
an effect on the district in which a number of 
clubs are situated. No man could join a 
Rotary Club without gaming some’ moral 
benefit. 

SERVICE AND FELLOWSHIP. 

In the first place he is put upon his honour. 
No man is ever asked to become a Rotarian 
unless he is already known to be a man of 
honour and integrity. From the. moment he 
is admitted to the Club he knows, as he did 
not know before, that, both for his own sake 
and for the sake of the Club, he has a repu- 
tation to maintain. He learns the meaning of 
the words service and fellowship, .and he 
learns that he is expected to take a keen 
interest in matters which concern not his 
own welfare and happiness, but the welfare 
and happiness of others. There were poverty, 
sickness and other evils to be dealt with, and 
he makes. up his mind.that, in the name ol 
common humanity, these abominations must 
Rotary gives the man a new and noble 
ideal; Rotary quickens his humanitarian 
sympathies. Inside the Rotary Club no class 
distinction was recognised. 

““In the Club,” continued the speaker, 
“we meet not only as friends, but as scholars. 
No Rotary Club is a mere social club. Every 
true Rotary Club is also a school or college. 
At the weekly meetings one of our chief 
objects is to improve our minds, and some 
of our minds may need a great deal of -im- 
proving. (Laughter.) And even this is not 
our ultimate object.” One of our objects is 
to discover whether there is any crying evil, 
and when it is discovered to try and apply 
a remedy.

The National Union of Railwaymen has 
warned the Irish railway companies that, if 
they carry out a decision to vary conditions 
of employment without taking the matter 
before the National Wages Board of- Irish 
Railways, there will be a national strike. 
There is a National Wages Board for Ireland 
similar to the tribunal which is the Court of 
Appeal on questions of wages and conditions 
of employment in Great Britain. In Ireland 
the railways are classified in three groups, 
and each group has its own wage scale. ' 

The Belfast and County Down Railway 
recently made application to be. transferred 
from Group 1 to Group’3, a change that 
would automatically have brought about a 


| reduction of ten per cent. in the amount of 


all salaries and wages. The Wages Board 
decided that, in order to enable. the railway 
to continue work, there should be a reduc- 
tion in salaries and wages of ten per cent. 
for twelve months, as from to-day,«but that 
the railway should remain in Group 1. 

If a continuation of the reduction of wages 
is regarded as necessary, further application 
must be made to the Board a year hence. 
rAs the railwaymen have accepted this award, 


| there will be no trouble over its application. 


THE OTHER RAILWAYS. 

The. dispute arises on the other railways 
which have given’ notice to the unions, that, 
also,-as from to-day,‘ all new entrants to the 
railway ‘service will, receive wages ten 
per cent. below the existing scales. An 
immediate reply from the National Union of 
Railwaymen: drew attention to the fact 
that the companies were ignoring the 
established conciliation machinery, and acting 
in contravention ‘of the principles upon which 
the Board was established.

Whether they know. the West- Coast of 
Ireland or not, the sympathies of all who 
dwell on the séaboard of England will go 
out instinctively to the bereaved families who 
have lost their men at sea in the recent gale, 
says The Times editorially. Imagination will 
stage the scene, though without: the local 
colour, in hundreds of homes that look upon 
great waters, and memories will not be want- 
ing to compare the number of livés lost, ex- 
ceptionally large as it is, with tolls taken in 
other years by the same unappeasable agency 
off familiar shores. To those who have 
visited. the coasts of County Galway and 
County Mayo the picture will be much more 
vivid. They will remember how, in com- 
parison with many English fishing fleets, the 
Irish boats are frail and primitive barks, 
and that they ply in waters alwaye full of 
dangers, and in creeks and arms of the sea 
-which, at their calmest, are seldom quite un- 
disturbed by the heaving rollers of the 
Atlantic. To that far off coast America, so 
paradoxical is distance,: is in some ways 
actually nearer than Dublin, but a greater 
contrast than that between this fragment of 
the extreme West of Europe and the nearest 
land on the American Continent could hardly 
be. 

It is one of the last strongholds—or eo it 
seems to a visitor—of a part of the human 
family as old, if it may be said without 
offence, as the Stone Age; for it is difficult ‘to 
think of a harder mother of her children than 
a coast so inhospitable and a #ffid so de- 
void of all the natural wealth that 
has made development elsewhere possible. 
But for that reason, perhaps, the 
etory of so many lives lost becomes all the 
more pathetic; for here is that rare thing, 
unvulgarised nature, human and’ physical, 
with decency in poverty, and ready wit and 
prompt courtesy towards the stranger. To 
have been afloat in one of those frail crait, 
with the bottle of holy water in the bows 
and the old Irish tongue on the lips of the 
sailors, is an unforgettable experie: To 
hear the keening of a whole island or district, 
such as, unhappily, must have been raised 
now, is to be sent back to a dateless anti- 
quity. Scenes like these, even in the darkest 
times of political animosity, have been sufh- 
cient before now to make Englishmen invoke 
a blessing on Ireland. Many of them who 
can look back on happy hours spent in the 
West will feel genuine sorrow for the disaster 
which has just befallen it.

BELMULLET, Monday. 


Since the disaster no boats have reached 
the island from the mainland. Although, 
as stated in my previous message, a boat 
and curragh came to the mainland for 
news, it -was impossible to make the 
return voyage owing to the high sea 
running. 

In consequence of this isolation. the 
islanders are still unaware of the death 
of their dear ones. : 

Diligent search has failed so far to find 
any further bodies. A man’s cap has 
been picked up .on the rocks near 
Aughleam. It is believed to be John 
Monaghan’s. The cap was found in close 
to where: John Reilly's body was found. 

It is presumed that the six crews sur- 
vived until théy reached the coast, when 
they perished on the rocks, and the bodies 
were washed out to sea. 

John Meenaghan and Anthony 
Meenaghan are still at Blocksod suffer- 
ing. from shock.as a result of their trying 
experience, and, even if the sea should 
abate, are unable to make the journey 
home to Inniskea. 

The Rev. Canon Hegarty,. Belmullet, 
has received a message of sympathy from 
President Cosgrave. ' 

A. bonfire has been lighted every night 
since Friday on the island, which is a sign 
that all is not well there. One boat has 
just left Blacksod*to endeavour to reach 
the island. 

John Meenaghan said to me: “My 
brother and I were fishing. There was 
no sign of fish, and all except the six 
curraghs returned to. Inniskea. My 
brother and I cast our nets a second time. 
When the first squall of the storm struck 
up we made for Inniskea at once, and 
could see the lights burning on the island. 
We were within thirty yards of our homes, 
but so strong did the gale become that we 
were driven back. The canoe took water, 
and I started to teem her. My- brother 
tried to keep the curragh balanced. It 
was God brought us ashore. We did not 
know on: Gód's earth where we came 
ashore. After a two-mile journey across 
sand hills we made Aughleam.”’

A REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 

Amongst the saved were two men whose 
curragh was driven to the mainland. 
They lay flat in the boat and were pitched 
out when it struck. One man was badly 
‘injured about the head, and the other 
was found wandering about three miles 
inland in a dazed condition. He was 
carrying in his hand a tin which had been 
used in baling water out of the boat. 

One curragh was washed over a rock 
the top of which measured 50 yards by 
60 yards by a mountainous sea. Its men 
held on to the boat and succeeded in reach- 
ing the island. 

The bodies of two men were washed 
ashore on Saturday morning enveloped in 
a net which was full of mackerel.

STRIKE RESOLUTIONS 
PASSED. 


A mass meeting of railwaymen of Belfast 
and district was held in the Transport Hall, 
Belfast, on Sunday, .under the auspices of the 
National Union of Railwaymen (Belfast Dis- 
trict Council). Mr. Thomas Ward (President 
Belfast District Council) was in the chair, 
and .was supported by Alderman Dobbie, 
J.P. (President N.U.R.), Mr. C. D. Watters 
(Chief Irish -Organiser), Mr. W. Gordon 
(Organiser), and Messrs. W. J. Oliver, J. R. 
Houston, W. J. Donaldson, R. B. Hemphill, 
and H. Moore Faoi 

The meeting was called to consider, the 
decision of the Irish Railway .Wages Board 
relative to the position of the Belfast and 
Co. Down Railway Co., and also to the 
application of the associated Irish Railway, 

mpanies for a reduction. in the wages 
for new entrants into the railway services, 
to operate on and from lst November. 

After Alderman Dobbie and Mr. Watters 
had addressed the meeting, the following re- 
solutions were passed unanimously :— 

‘That this meeting of railwaymen of Bel- 
fast and district, having heard the report of 
the Negotiating Committee of the N.U.R., 
and realising the drastic decision of the Irish 
Wages Board in regard to the reduction on 
the Belfast and County Down Railway Com- 
pany, and taking all. the circumstances into 
consideration, we agree to accept same for 
the twelve months specified, and in the mean- 
time we request our Executive Committee to 
take up with the Government of Northern 
Ireland, with a view to giving effect to the 
Prime Minister’s promise to the Northern 
House of Commons and elsewhere, to deal 
with Northern Ireland railways, as we are 
convinced the only solution of the problem 
is the nationalisation or grouping of - the 
Northern railways.”’ 

“That this meeting having. had brought 
to its notice the intention of the Irish railway 
companies to introduce new and lower’ rates 
for entrants into the service after Ist No- 
vember, 1927, and believing this to be a 
violation of, the national agreement and the 
scheme of negotiating machinery, will loyally 
carry out the decision of our Executive Com- 
mittee in regard to a cessation of work should 
the companies insist on this action.”’ 


NO DEVELOPMENT, 
_ There is no recent development in Belfast 
in connection with the threatened strike, said 
a high official of the Belfast District Council 
National Union yesterday afternoon. 

He pointed: out that as it is not a local 
matter, but an all-Ireland affair, any state- 
ment that is likely to be made affecting the 
position will come in thé nature of an official 
communication, either from the Irish ‘office of 
the Union in Dublin or from the head office 
in Unity House, London. 


HEADQUARTERS’ VIEWS. 
“This is a case where machinery exists for 
the discussion and settlement of wages and 
conditions, and the railway companiés have 
deliberately ignored it,” said an official of the 
National Union. of Railwaymen, when inter- 
viewed at Unity House, Westminster, yester- 


ay. 
‘The Belfast and County Down Railway 
Company alone among the Irish railways 
applied to the ‘constitutional tribunal, the 
National Wages Board, to be taken out of the 
group of railways and put into a lower grade. 
The Board decided that there should be a 10 
per cent. wage:reduction for twelve months. 
All. the other Irish companies then decided, 
without going before the Board, to enforce a 
reduction for new entrants into the service of 
10 per. cent.

The pronouncement gave rise to much 
discussion in clerical circles to-day, 
because at present the only method by 
which a recalcitrant cleric can be brought 
into subjection is through the medium of 
the Church Discipline Act, a method 
somewhat cumbrous and, in some cases, 
ineffective. 

When the lines of the new Prayer Rook 
were first revealed to the public it became 
known that the bishops intended to take 
the step that the Archbishop has now 
announced, but at that time no machinery 
had been arranged. 

I understand that a committee of the 
bishops have in course of preparation 
quite a new disciplinary measure which 
it is hoped will. meet the situation; but 
this will have to pass. through the National 
Assembly and the Houses of Parliament 
before it becomes law.

A new era of strong competition for 
the Atlantic shipping trade is about to 
be commenced, for the 
Shipping Board is advocating the con- 
struction of two new liners of the 
Leviathan type: 

A loam also is to be raised in New 
York shortly for the building of a new 
type of Atlantic liner, which, if it proves 
sucoessiul, will be followed by the build- 
ing of a fleet of similar ships. 

The scheme will come before the United 
States Shipping Board next month, when 
plans will be put forward providing for 
the building of ten 20,000-ton liners, 
capable of doing the Atlantic crossing in 
four days. 

German, French and Dutch companies 
are also arranging big constructive pro- 
grammes for the Atlantic trade. The 
British companies are also considering 
extensions to their fleets. 

The chief plans of the rival countries 
are :— 

Germany—The Norddeutscher Lloyd has 

io 46,000 ton liners under construction, 

hich, it is. believed, are faster than any- 
thing on the route, and which will offer 
passengers between Europe and America even 
greater luxury and comfort than is obtain- 
able to day. 

UNITED STATES The United States 
Shipping Board has a project for two new 
liners of the Leviathan type (the Leviathan 
is 59,957 tons). A group of financiers have 
announced that in 1930 will be instituted a 
daily service from Long Island to Southamp- 
ton and Havre of liners which, it is claimed, 
will be able to do the journey in four days’ 
travelling at 35 knots.

The ships will also 
carry aeroplanes, and so ensure mail delivery 
in three days. 

France—The Compagnie Generale Trans- 
atlantique has recently put in a 42,000 tonner 
into service, and is contemplating the build- 
ing of an even larger vessel. 

Brirain—The White Star Line have under 
construction one 50,000 ton liner, and one of 
25,000 tons, which it is hoped to have com- 
pleted for next year’s summer traffic. 

The Cunard Company “are watching 
developments very closely, and will be 
ready to compete with any rivalry,’’ to 
quote Sir Thomas Rowden, chairman of 
the company. The reason given at the 
Jast general meeting of the company for 
increasing their capital was the necessity 
for being financially prepared for the 
expansion of their fleet.

NUMEROUS CHARGES AGAINST | 


A WOMAN. 


The mythical millions case—as it has be 
come known through statements alleged to 
have heen made by the accused—came before 
Mr, Justice Swift at Lincoln Assizes yester- 
day, when Louisa Johnson (33), lady’s com- 
panion, was charged on twenty counts of 
stealing and converting the moneys of 
Martha Gatford and Lavinia Playford; ten 
counts of forgery and fraudulent conversion, 
and twenty-three counts of obtaining goods 
by false pretences from local tradesmen. 

She pleaded guilty to the charges of steal- 
ing and conversion and forgery, but not 
zullty to those of obtaining money and goods 
5 false pretences, and was sentenced to 
three months in the second division. 

Mr. A. M. Lyons appeared for the prosecu- 
tion, and Mr. H. Wright defended. 

Mr. Lyons said that in view of the plea 
of guilty in the first two cases the third 
charge would not be proceeded with. John- 
sop, he said, was engaged seven years ago 
as housemaid to Miss Playford, and three 
aud a half years ago became companion to 
her and Miss Gatford. As recently as two 
years ago she claimed to be coming into a 
lot of money, and produced a large amount 
of correspondence purporting to come from 
an uncle, who was.later supposed to have 
died and left her a large fortune. She had 
letters typed in London addressed to herself, 
and the suspicions of the typist being 
aroused, she (the typist). communicated with 
the London police 

' FORGED ENTRIES. 

Johnson, counsel alleged, told Miss Play- 
ford and Miss Gatford that she could obtain 
better investments for them, and they both 
withdrew money from banks, and handed it 
to her to be put into Lincoln Savings Bank. 
Johnson converted the money, and forged 
entries in a savings bank book purporting | 
show that tht money had been paid in. 

For some time Johnson was simply a ser 
vant. She was of very humble birth, and 
was apparently brought up by her grand- 
father, a gravedigger at Bardney, near Lin- 
coln. He knew nothing of her history be- 
fore she went to the two old ladies. A 
nephew of Miss Playford eventually came on 
a visit to them and saw the passbook. His 
suspicions were aroused by the absurd sums 
put down as interest, and informed the 
police, 

in mitigation, it should be urged that John- 
son had been a devoted servant, as was 
shown by the fact that her employers Lad 
no ill-feeling towards her, and wrote to her 
while she was in- prison hoping that she 
would soon be back with them. She nursed 
the late Mr. Playford in his last. ijlness 
with great care and devotion, and had be- 
hav-u otherwise with every care and pro- 
priety. It was her first offence. 

Mr. Wright said that she had paid the 
wages of a servant and also part of the house- 
hold expenses, 

THE PRISONER'S SORROW. 

Having done so he said she informed him 
that she was an illegitimate child, and hardly 
knew anything of her mother. Her father 
lived in Ireland, and was a man of some 
position. The money was from a legacy left 
her by her father’s brother, who also sent her 
money during his lifetime. Some of the 
money was from a local tradesman, who 
seemed to have taken an interest in her, and 
she said that he had given her various sums. 
It was a very sad case, because Johnson was 
apparently trusted by the old ladies. She 
asked him to say that she never realised the 
gravity of the offences, and expressed deep 
sorrow and contrition at having robbed the 
old ladies, who had been so good and kind 
to her. It was a poor return for their kind- 
ness, but apart from that she was thoroughly 
penitent. ; 

Mr. Justice Swift said it was impossible 
to deal with the offences otherwise than by 
punishment, People in Johnson’s position 
must learn that t / could not with im. 

unity rob their employers and forge entries 
a passbooks. The sentence would be three 
months in the second division, taking into 
account that Johnson had already been three

FRENCH CAPTIVES 
IN. MOROCCO. 


BANDITS’. INTENTLONS. 


From “ Tugs Times’”’ CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 

M. Yves Teeg, the nephew of the French 
Resident-Gen of Moroeco, M. Maillet, 
and the two ladies, Mme. Steinheil and Mme. 
_Prokorofi, who were kidnapped on October 
20 last; while on a shooting expedition in a 
forest near the foothills of the Middle Atlas, 
have been removed by their captors farther 
into the interior of the unpacified region of 
the Atlas. They are understood to now 
at Atit-Snihara, about 18 miles from Kasbah 
Tadla and four miles from the Wad el Abid, 
which forms ¢he frontier of the Middle Atlas. 
It would seem that the chief of the bandits, 
who carried off the party, has been forced to 
make this move, because the tribe, among 
whom he first settled with his captives, 
refused to compromise. themselves by 
negotiating in the affair. 

he sums of money mentioned by the 
bandits as a ransom which they’ would 
accept are so large that there is now a 
suspicion that the real object may be to hold 
‘the captives ae political hostages, to be 
delivered up in return for military and 
administrative advantages to be panned by 
the French authorities. There is difficulty in 
finding a negotiator among the chiefs of the 


-unpacified region who would have sufficient 
influence to enforce the keeping of agree- 


ments. 


‘RUSSIAN HOUSING 
CONDITIONS. 


A GHASTLY FAILURE, 


-“ 


“From time to time reports have come 
Írom Russia of chaotic housing conditions, 
followed, as a rule, by rose-coloured contra- 
dictions. The Soviet officials have now 
admitted that the housing crisis has assumed 
catastrophic conditions.” i 

Sir Kingsley Wood, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to thé Ministry of Health, spoke 
thus at a Conservative meeting at Kingston, 
near Bristol, yesterday evening. 

It was interesting and instructive, he said, 
to contrast housing progress in Great Britain, 
with its ‘‘ capitalistic system,’’ and that in 
Russia, where Communism nad Bolshevism 
prevailed, and a small number of determined 
and unscrupulous men imposed their will. 
The housing of all classes in Russia, including 
the working class, was tragically worse than 
before the revolution. The worst feature was 
overcrowding. In Moscow the average flour 
space per person was only 4.5 square metres, 
and many towns had only two square metres. 
Two or three families were often piled into 
one room, or where a family was given a 
room to itself it was little more than a cell. 


COMPULSORY EVICTION. 

In some industries half the workers had 
become tuberculous, and whole families were 
dying as a result of these conditions. The 
system of compulsory eviction and _ instal- 
lation had met with serious results. 
The occupants, in constant fear of being 
evicted, often deprived of their furniture or 
forced to take in outsiders, ceased to take 
any interest in the maintenance of their, pro- 
perty. Tenants who had been compulsorily 
installed behaved not like good owners, but 
like conquerors, It was true that in 192] 
rivate property rights were partly restored, 
but a competent authority had rightly said, 
‘‘ neople lacked faith or money or both “ for 
heuse-building. 

Between 1921 and 1924 only 1.4 per cent. 
of the minimum indispensable dwellings were 
constructed. In 1924 40,000 dwellings in Mos 
cow—20 per cent. of the total number—had 
become wholly unusable through disrepair. 
There was a sliding scale of rents prescribed 
in the particular order of manual workers— 
who were to pay the lowest rents—brain 
workers and ‘‘ non-workers.”’’ In the result 
the tenant co-operative societies, having no 
money for necessary repairs; were-obliged to 
give preference to the bourgeois family pay- 
ing high rent over the working-class family 
paying low rent. The whole)thing was a 
melancholy and ghastly failure. 

A DIFFERENT POLICY. 

In Great Britain we were pursuing a very 
different policy, and particularly were we en- 
ccuraging the wage-earner wherever possible 
to become owner of his house,. | Socialists 
hated house-ownership. Many of them in- 
tensely disliked the fact that the working- 
classes of this country owned many millions 
of house property.

Girls, married women, schoolboys, and 
factory boys: were also looked after by the 
Council. here were fifteen football grounds 
within a short distance from the Canning 
Town Club. 

She appealed specially for the children, 
thousands and thousands of whom lived in 
overcrowded dwellings in the dark streets of 
Dockland. In the old days the streets formed 
their playground; but with the extraordinary 
increase in motor traffic nowadays the children 
had little liberty on the streets.

FUSION OF HALIFAX BUILDING

The united society will control over

management of both societies.

Investigations into the attempt on the 
President continue, and various witnesses 
have been examined. .Admiral Kon- 
duriotis himself said that, as he stepped 
into his car when he left the Town Hall, 
he heard a slight explosion, to which he 
paid no attention, thinking that a tyre 
had burst, and that it was only when he 
saw the crowd rushing towards the car 
and the police seizing the criminal that 
he first realised that what had happened 
was an attempt against his own life. 

The. prisoner, from his examination, 
appears to be of sound mental balance. It 
is said that of late he had frequently 
boasted that he would account for a high 
personage. His assertion that his crime 
was due to desperation at his inability to 
find work turns out to be false, as, in 
additions to the 1,500 drs. (about £4) 
found on his person, he had not troubled 
to claim the wages due to him on his 
sudden departure from Larissa, where, in 
addition to his as waiter at a 
restaurant, he had been acting as corre- 
spondent for the sole Greek Communist 
organ, Jtizosnastis. 

It has not yet been established whether 
he had any accomplices.

From Our Own Corresponpent. 
ATHENS, Sunday. 

An attempt to assassinate the President 
of the Greek Republic was made this 
morning. 

At hall-past eleven, as the Greek Presi- 
dent, Admiral Konduriotis, was just 
descending from his motor car to enter the 
Municipal Buildings at Athens for the 
purpose of presiding over the Congress of 
Greek Mayors, a Greek, aged about thirty, 


fired a revolver at a distance of only a 


few paces at the President. 

The bullet went through the window of 
the car and struck the President on. the 
temple. The bullet apparently had lost 
most of its force through first striking the 
car. . 

The President was immediately rushed 
to a near-by hospital, and the bullet ins 
stantly extracted. ‘The President: had 
several abrasions on the face, eaused by 
broken flying glass, and these small 
wounds were also dressed. 

The hospital authorities informed your 
Correspondent that the President's condi- 
tion is not grave, but the officials are 
keeping the Admiral in their hospital 
to-night, at least, as it is not considered 
advisable to move him to the Presidential 
Palace immediately. 

The would-be assassin, who was imme- 
diately arrested, was hurried away to the 
police station in order to save him from 
the fury of the crowd. Investigations show 
that the man arrived from Larissa, the 
principal city of Thessaly, on October 
18th; since when he has been living in 
seclusion in a small hotel. On Friday he 
underwent an operation to his nose, and 
was to undergo an operation to his ear 
shortly. 

He refused to make any statement to the 
police this afternoon, declaring that he 
will not speak before consulting his 
lawyer. Although he positively refuses to 
state whether he is a Communist, the 
authorities have confiscated incriminating 
communistic documents discovered in his 
hotel room. One of the documents, 
written by the man last week, indicates 
bitterness due to his own deformity. 

The Mayors’ Congress was immediately 
adjourned until to-morrow, and there is 
great ~~-itement in the city. 

The doctors at the hospital are amazed 
by the coolness shown by the President 
throughout the entire affair. 

The arrested man is named Zafiry 
Goussios. ‘This is the second attempt to 
assassinate President Konduriotis. 

The first attempt occurred in 1921, also 
at Athehs, when the President was dis- 
tributing funds for the families of ex- 
soldiers who fought in Asia Minor.

JOURNALIST, 


MAXIMILIAN HARDEN 
DEAD.

A telegram from Berlin announces the 
death of Maximilian Harden, one of the best 
known of German journalists, “ 

Born in 1861 of Jewish’ parents, his real 
name. was Max Witkowski, but he adopted 
the name of Harden when hé ran away from 
home to become: an actor. After a short 
career on the stage he passed through several 
newspaper offices, and made his. mark by « 
series. of articles signed '' Apostala.’’ In 
1992 he founded his weekly review, Die 
Zukunjt, and for the next-thirty years ex- 
pressed his views in it on men and measures 
with a freedom that no other German writer 
dared to exercise. He was absolutely fear- 
less, and showed no consideration for the 
very highest persons when he had. a scandal 
to expose. 

In the Zukunft he attacked the Court 
camarilla, Prince Philip zu Eulenburg and 
his intimates, whom he accused of certain 
offences. He saw grave danger to Ger- 
mig foreign policy in the fact that Prince 
gu Eulenburg was a close friend of the 
Kaiser, and that a French diplomatist was 
amembe} of the circle. In 1907 his articles 
were brought to the Kaiser’s notice, and one 
of the persons concerned brought , an. action 
against. Harden and lost the case. The 
Public Prosecutor appealed against the ver- 
dict, and Harden was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment. ~ Later, however, he 
was vindicated,’ and Prince zu, Eulenburg 
was driven from public life. 

Before the war Harden wrote many warn- 
ings against Germany’s policy in the East, 
and against the system of Trpitz and tre 
Emperor. For the first years of the war 
he was a supporter of it, but from 1916 
onwards he became more and more critical 
of the Government and the Army Jead: s, 
until finally his paper was suppressed by the 
military censor for five onthe When the 
war was over he summed up the attitude 
of the German people towards the terms of 
the Peace Traty as follows :— 

‘ The present terms are mild in compari- 
son with those which the Germans them- 
selves proposed to inflict had they been suc- 
cessful, or in comparison with those they 
actually inflicted at Brest-Litovsk. The 
German nation does not yet understand what 
has happened or why the Empire has 
aroused such anger among the nations. Mil- 
lions of Germans still believe in an en- 
circling plot to which Germany fell a sudden 
victim in 1914. Others with equal stupidity 
rely on the Marxian doctrine, and believe 
that capitalism was the cause of the war.’’ 

The «Government which followed the 
German revolution had in Harden a severe 
critic. He wanted “a new Germany,” and 
pleaded for the exclusion from public life 
of every man who had been politically active 
during the war, In July, 1922, he was 
attacked by men armed with iron-shod 
bludgeons when about to enter his flat, and 
was seriously wounded. Two of his assailants 
were arrested. One received a light sentence 
and Harden refused to give ró ó in the 
second case, stating in an open letter that he 
would not appear before ‘“‘ Monarchist justices 
who took murderers and assassins under their 
protection, ” 

Many of his writings have appeared in 
book form, and editions have been published 
in England

MECHANICAL DIGGER VERSUS 
MANUAL LABOUR. 


An interesiing. description of development 
in. mechanical excavators was given by Mr. 
T, C. Ives, A:.M.L.M.E., in a lecture to 
members of the Scientific Association of 
Ireland in the Physics Theatre, University 
College, Dublin, lastnight. Mr. RE. N, 
Tweedy, M,LE.E., Président of the Associa- 
tion, presided. 

Excayating’ by mechanica! means, the 
lecturer said, might. be considered to have 
been invented by William Otis, of 
Philadelphia, who designed the earliest steam 
navvy known. Patents for the machine were 
taken out in England by John Duncan. 
Several machines were built in the United 
States by John Souther, of Boston. 

Prior to this all excavating, whether for 
docks, railwa® cuttings, or the like, was by 
hand labour; and at the word ‘‘ navvy’”’ a 
picture was formed in ono’s mind of a 
stalwart individual :n corduroys, with small 
straps round the trousers at the knee—the 
embodiment of strength .and endurance. 

At one time steam navvy driving necessi- 
tated stamina and strength, as well as skill, 
but now the driver could easily control all 
the motions from a comfortable seat without 
feeling physically .tired at the end of the 
day’s work. 

One striking feature in. the development 
of:the excavator was the addition of cater- 
pillar tracks, instead of rail wheels, enabling 
machines to travel from place to place under 
their own power, even climbing on to rail 
trucks. A further development which had 
made great progress in recent years was the 
dragline.’ This was a standard machine, and 
was “very efficient in clearin~ out the beds 
of rivers, canals, ‘etc.. 

Land drainage in this country under the 
old system was costing ós. 6d. per cubic 
yard, and, in consequence, many deserving 
schemes had to be abandoned. Apart from 
the fact that. a mechanical digger would 
work on water-logged or marshy land, the 
cost had been proved to be less than 4d. 
per cubic yard, including wages, coal, oil, 
supplies, interest on capital outlay, deprecia- 
tion, and repairs. 

The onerous conditions under which a 
modern machine was required to work might 
be illustrated, for instance, in the River 
Mersey, whei. the machine was submerged 
twice a day. 


DRAINAGE SCHEMES. 

After referring’ to the machines at work 
on the ,S'annon scheme and the Barrow 
scheme, the lecturer said that the application 
of the mechanical digger was inevitable, as 
manual Jabour was scarce and prohibitive in 
price, 

Concluding, the lecturer said 
Government obviously could not face 
abnormal expenditure; and, on the other 
hand, the contribution from farmers whose 
land was benefited must be governed by the 
increased value of the land due to such 
drainage. Many of the smaller drainage 
schemes had had to be turned down on this 
account, and short of machinery there ap- 
peared to be no solution.

He was 
extremely careful of himself, and there was 
no suggestion that he would harm himself. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick, “house surgeon, St. 
Michael's Hospital, stated that when the 
decéased man Was brought into the hospital 
he was unconscious, and suffering from shock 
and fracttire of the vault of the skull. He 
died at 6 o'clock, death being due to !acera- 
tion of the brain following the fracture of the 
skull and exposure on the ground for several 
hours before reaching hospital. A portion of 
the metal railing on which he fell was found 
in his head. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict in accord- 
ance with the medical evidence.

of them, but all I could see was an up- 
turned boat going close by our boat, I 
could see no bodies or signs of men in 
the water. Later there was further 
terrible screams, and I thought we were 
lost ourselves, as we made no headway. 
For twelve hours we continued to row, 
and at last, when we had abandoned all 
hope, a wave threw us up safe on the 
Boffin beach.” 

John Scuffle tells a similar story. Both 
of these men lost their nets and are now 
destitute. 

The men who have escaped say that they 
will never venture out to fish again after 
their terrible experience. 

High Mass for the deceased men was 
celebrated to-day at Claddaghduff, and 
Michael O’Toole’s body was then brought 
to Cleggan Pier and conveyed to Innis- 
bofhn on the Muirchu patrol vessel. 

The bodies of John Cloonan ‘and his 
son Michael, Michael Laffey and Thomas 
Delap were taken to Omey and buried in 
a common grave. 

PRIEST’S TRIBUTE TO THE DEAD. 

Speaking after the High Mass. to-day, 
Father Edward O'Malley, Cleggan, said 
that once again he asked for prayers for 
the deceased men who had perished in 
such tragic circumstances. They were all 
model Catholics, and, though their call 


was sudden, he was convinced that they | 


had time to prepare their souls for God. 
Living the poor man’s life, fighting the 
poor man’s hard struggle for existence, as 
they were, he felt that they had earned 
the poor man’s beatitude. 

“This T say,” said Father O'Malley, 
“and I speak with a sense of the re- 
sponsibility of what I am saying—it is 
sad to think that in any Christian land 
men must risk their lives, as these men 
did, or face starvation for themselves 
and their families, It is sadder still to 
think that it needs a tragedy to arouse in 
the minds of the authorities a conscious- 
ness of the terrible realities of the poor 
man’s struggle for existence. The poor 
men have left behind them destitute 
relatives, parents bowed down with age, 
and children of tender years. We re- 
commend them to the noble and good- 
hearted people of the country, to whom 
the cause of charity has ever appealed.”

Manus, Galway, and Superintendent 
Allen, Clifden, represented the Civic 
Guards. 
After evidence of identification, evidence 
of the finding of the bodies was taken.

| BARQUE'S FIGHT > 
WITH GALE. 
BATTERED VESSEL IN 
QUEENSTOWN, 


-- 


FROM OUR Own CoRrRESPONDENT. 
QUEENSTOWN, Monday. 

Further details of the German four-masted 
barque Gustav’s thrilling battle against last 
week’s gale were related to me yesterday by 
her captain, J. Schutt. 

“The Gustav left Sundsdale, Sweden, on 
October 3rd in tow of a tug, her final destina- 
tion being Melbourne, Australia,” said Cap- 
tain Schutt. . ‘‘ Our cargo consisted of wood 
pulp, together with three hundred standards 
of deal, all of which was stowed in the 
holds. From the time the tug path: oe us 
until we made Queenstown we have had to 
contend with gales and winds of varying 


strengths. 
THE FIRST BLOW. 

‘‘Leaving Scandinavia behind us we 
rounded the Shetland Isles, and then shaped 
a course for Ireland. It was while 350 
miles off the South Coast of Ireland that 
we encountered the first blow, which drove 
us back . towards, land. The wind from 
this time blew from the southward, but later 
vered round . westerly. On the 27th 
inst. we encountered a light’ calm 
during the early morning. We were 
then steefing in a  south- westerly 
djrection, but in a few hours’ time the wind 
freshened : considerably, and from midnight 
till 4 a.m. of the 28th the crew were em- 
ployed in fastening down everything. 

“ All the time the wind was. gaining in 
strength, and by Friday morning it-had de- 
veloped into a regular hurricane from the 
south’ard. About 5 a.m. we had our topsail 
blown away, whilst huge volumes of water 
were constantly crashing down upon the deck. 

GALLEY» SMASHED, 

“ At noon I called all the crew aft, it 
being impossible for anyone tqgemain in the 
fore part of the ship. About#his time the 
galley-door was smashed in and the house 
completely submerged, but not before the 
members of the crew had made a largé pot 
of soup, which we all greatly enjoyed in the 
after quarters. | 

“Immediately after this several members 
of the crew elected to try and make the 
ship snug aloft, but this was found im- [ 
possible. From noon till 3.20 p.m, we 
encountered the full fury of the 
storm. By now every stitch of canvas had: 
been blown off the ship, and in this period 
of three hours we logged nine inches. You 
can imagine from this-what wind we had to 
ccutend with; for we were driven at, the rate 
of nearly 24 miiles an hour: against heavy 
seas, and this with no. sails whatever. 

LIFEBOATS UNDER WATER, 

‘‘ Throughout this: time, so gréat-was the 
volume of water and spray . being ‘driven 
across the. ship ‘that it was impossible, to. 
discern the mainmast, less. than half the 
ship’s length ahead of me, whilst tha force 
of the wind alore caused the ship to heel 
over at-an angle of fifteen degrees. 

‘Again the crew endeavoured to bind on 
fresh sails in order'to make the ship manage- 
able, but their efforts were defied by the 
fury of the storm. 

During the height of the storm. we heeled 
over at such an angle that our port lifeboats 
were under water. From four to eight 
p.m. héavy seas broke over as in 
quick succession, and we were forced to 
pour oi upon the water to try and curb the 
angry seas around us. 

“From eight till midnight the wind 
calmed‘ down,’ but we stil had to contend 
with cross seas, but we were able to set 
out the staysail which helped us to steady 
the ship. a 

WORST STORM IN THIRTY YEARS' 

EXPERIENCE. 

' On the 20th .inst., as dawn broke, the 
seas had ahated somewhat. We made a 
quick survey of the damage and found our 
buiwarks on the port bow for nearly half 
the length of the ship considerably bulged 
out by the heavy seas, whilst a number: of 
stanchions Were either torn out of position 
and washed oyerboard or badly twisted. 


‘Tt ‘was impogsible for the ship to con- 


two of his sons, Michael and Martin, were 
out in the storm. Martin was saved, but 
no news has been received of Michael. 

“ 1 was looking for my son, sir,” he told 
the Coroner. “I was looking for my poor 
son along the beach on Saturday. I had 
come as far as Cleggan quay, after search- 
ing everywhere, and I saw a hand up out 
of the ‘water. .I went down and partly 
pulled in the body, but I had to get assist- 
ance before I could see who it was. When 
help came I saw the body was that of 
Thomas Delap, and I have not yet found 
my poor son.” 

In answer to Superintendent MacManus, 
the.o]d man said that each of the boats 
lost carried seven nets, which would weigh 
about two hundred-weight each. When 
taken in after being out in the water they 
occupied a good deal oí the boat, and 
sometimes. hampered the oarsmen. There 
was no rudder or tiller of any sort on the 
boats, which were very light and frail. 


DOOTOR’S PROTEST.« 

Medical evidence having been given by 
Dr. Richard Lavelle, Cleggan, the doctor 
was granted permission to make a state- 
ment outside the medical evidence in the 
absence of a jury. He said: “I wish to 
have conveyed to the proper authorities 
the criminal folly of people being com- 
pelled to go out to fish in such craft, which 
would not be used as pleasure boats, even 
in good weather, in order to get the neces- 
sities of life. The men were compelled to 
use those boats.”’ 

He said that he remembered the time 
when there was as fine a fleet, of good fish- 
ing boats to be seen at Cleggan as could 
be found in Ireland. 

The Coroner, who returned a verdict of 
“ Accidental drowning,’’ said that he had 
seen some of the boats, and could endorse 
all that Doctor Lavelle had said. All 
the men found had been the support of 
families, and one .of them had left ten 
young children. 

MONEY FOR THE BEREAVED. 

He extended the sincerest sympathy to 
the relatives, and was joined in this by 
Superintendent MacManus, on behalf of 
the Guards, and by Doctor Lavelle. 

A deputation of relatives of the deceased 
men then waited on the Coroner, and 
said that they wished to have recorded 
their appreciation of the great efforts 
made on behalf of the lost men by Doctor 
Lavelle, as well as those of Sergeant 
O'Leary, Cleggan, and his Guards, and 
the sergeant and Guards of Letterfrack. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Gilmartin, Bishop 
of Tuam, has forwarded £50 to Father 
O'Malley for relief purposes.

DAMAGE IN TOWN AND 
COUNTRY. 

Portion of the roof of the Allen Church, 
County Kildare, was blown away.

In the country ‘large 
quantities*of corn which had been ricked 
in the fields were knocked down. 

The regular trading schooner, Clara, the 
property of Mr. J. Rochford, Kilmore quay, 
was wrecked at her home port. An English 
trawler broke her moorings in Rosslare Har- 
bour, and was driven ashore.. . The crew 
were saved by the life-saving apparatus, 

In the Loughrea district the electric wires 
were damaged by the storm, and th: town 
was. in darkness. 

Trees which were blown .over in Queen’s 
County made motoring very unpleasaht, and 
many persons who were on their way home 
when the storm broke were delayed for hours. 
While returning from Abbeyleix in a motor 
car with four friends, Mr. Harry Smith, 
Mountmellick, had a narrow escape - from 
injury. As they rounded a bend on the road 
hetween Abbeyleix and Maryborough, a tree 
fell across the road in front of them. The 
car could not be <topped in time, and it 
dashed into the tree.

There is not the slightest doubt in my mind 
that it is the high cost of racing that is 
responsible for the fact that the public only 
pulls out a paltry million 4 year for it.

five, and even ten millions a year instead 
of one, if only they were’ properly catered 
for, and the sport brought within their reach.

THE TOTALISATOR DECISION. 

The decision of the Stewards of the Jockey 
Club that the introduction of the Totalisator 
is desirable has had a most favourable re- 
ception. It is very unlikely that it will be 
opposed by the Cabinet; for as I stated here 
more than once a ycar agó“the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has always cast a favourable 
eye on it, and the necessary preliminary 
legislation, such as the. removal from the 
Statute Book of most of the stupid old Jaws 
relating to betting will not, I think, meet 
with formidable opposition in the House of 
Commons, though it might have done so 
twenty years ago. When we have fewer, 
better and cheaper courses and the Totalisator 
in operation racing will flourish as it has 
never flourished before, and no rival will raise 
its head.

“push bike, ' to elaborately fitted saloon side- 
car combinations and th-ee.wheeled; cars, The 
design of pedal cycles has become virtually 
standardised in general details, but there is 
a tendency towards the adoption of a lower 
riding position, and on one stand in particular 
there is a newly-designed machine introduced 
specially for riding in congested traffic. It is 
built low enough for the rider to place a 
foot upon the ground without tilting the 
machine much to one side. 

Motor cycles continue to change, though the 
alterations from year to year are not $0 pro- 
nounced as was the case a little whole ago. 
Saddies are placed rather lower on most 
machines, giving a more comfortable ridin 
position and ensuring a lower centre o 
gravity. Tank design has been affected by 
the lowering of the saddle, and the angular 
shape of some tanks has been altered to more 
curving lines. Mechanically the bearings in 
many cases are of more ample dimensions.

A TRANSIT OF MERCURY. 
From Our Astronomicat CORRESPONDENS, 
Tar Pianers :— i 

Mercury is in Inferior Conjunction on the 
10th. There will be a transit of the planet’ 
acicss the Sun during the early morning 
hours. ‘his is a phenomenon which, though 
not at all so rare as the transits of Venus, 
is yet sufficiently unusual to attract a good 
deal of attention. There was one ou Novem- 
ber 14th, 1907, on November 7th, 1914, and 
on May 8th, 1924. There will not be another 
til! 1937, and none visible in tht British 
Isles till 1953, Tranaits of. Mercury can only 
occur in er and November, and those of 
Venus only in June and. December. [his 
is mm consequence of the position of the line 
of tie planets nodes (the eye where their 
respective orbits cross the plane of the Earth's 
orbit), In the case of Mercury, the Earth is 
in the continuation of the line early in 
November, and only when the planet is in 
inferior Conjunction at this time, or at the 
opposite time in May, can it be seen by ns 
projected on the face of the Sun. 

The coming transit is not likely to be 
observed in Ireland. Mercury passes off the 
Sun’s disc at®8.29 a.m.; the Sun rises at 
8.0, leaving only half an hour of the transit 
to be seen, which, on a November morning, 
is not a very bright prospect. _ At Greenwich 
about an hour will be available for seeing the 
lamet on the Sun. — The transit begins at 
2 am. The further East the observer 
is situated, therefore, the more of it will be 
visible, and it will be visible throughout 
from jongitudes six hours (90°), and more, 
East of Greenwich. 

Unfavourable weather has frequently 
spoiled observations of transits of Mercury 
in this country; not. a circumstance to be 
wondered a‘, considering that most of them 
occur in November. ‘he only one which 
the present writer has succeeded in seeing 
was that of 1914. — On this occasion the 
weather conditions were rfect, and the 


out, from Fethard, in County Wexford. 

All, or nearly all, observers have reported 
seeing a dusky ring around the planet, which 
has been variously described as grey or 
violet. Some have thought they saw a 
whitish spot near. the planet's centre also, 

After the transit, as always, Mercury is 
a morning star, and in the last days of the 
month rises- some two hours before the Sun. 
He will be an “easy naked-eye object 
between 6 and 7 a.m. at that time. 

Venus is a brilliant object in the morning 
sky, rising between 2.30 and 3 a.m. he 
two interior planets may thus be seen in the 
‘darkest hoar before the dawn" at the end 
of the month. and Venus, at any rate, will 
do much to relieve the darkness of the hour, 
as her stellar magnitude is still above 4, 
and she is able to cast a strong shadow. 
The Moon will be New on the 24th, and will 
thus be well out of the way. Mercury will 
be in conjunction with the thin crescent ou 
the 22nd, being jess than the Moon's own 
diameter distant from her at the nearest 
approach. Given,a clear morning sky about 
6 am. on that date, a very beautiful sight 
will be afforded by the three planets, 
Mercury, Venus and the Moon. 

The phase of Venus is still crescent at the 
beginning of the month, but becomes nearly 
half-moon towards the end. 

Jupiter is conspicuous in the evening sky 
as soon as twilight begins, and is the only 
one of the brighter planets now visible there. 
Interesting satellite phenomena are abundant. 
Attention may be particularly directed to 
the following dates: November 2y 4, 6, 8, 9, 
11, 13, 16, 18, 20, 21, 23, 24, 25, 27, 30, for 
Shadow transits. An eccli of the fourth 
satellite, on the evening of the 21st, beginning 
at 6.19 p.m. and ending at 7.9, will be the 
last eclipse of this satellite for nearly three 
years. The fourth is the only satellite which 


eclipsed at its Full every time it occurs, for 
three years, antl then escapes eclipse for three 
years. The others. always suffer eclipse when 
Full. The eclipses are the most important 
satellite phenomena to observe for scientific 
purposes; but for the mere star-gazer, who 
uses a telescope as a means of intellectual 
recreation, the shadow transits are the more 
spectacular and entertaining. 

Saturn and Mars are both off the observing 
list this month. The former sets less than 
an hour after the Sun, while the latter rises 
about the same time before him. Neither 
will be visible either to the naked eye or the 
telescope. 

_For those who wish to look for Uranus and 
Neptune, the information given under the 
names of those planets last month and the 
month preceding still holds, with slight 
modifications. Jupiter has moved about twenty 
minutes West of Uranus, but is at a stationary 
point on the 20th, and will after that date 
proceed to retrace his steps, and again 
approach the more distant planet. Neptune is 
still to he found very elose to the bright 
star Regulus. Both rise forty minutes before 
midnight on the 15th; one hour earlier on the 
Ist, the same later on the 30th. 

THe Moon :— 

First Quarter on the 2nd, at 3.16 p.m. 

Full Moon on the 9th, at 6.36 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 16th, at 5.28 a.m. 

New Moon on the 24th, at 10.9 a.m. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Jupiter on the 5th, with Venus on the 20th, 
with Mercury on the 22nd, with Mars on the 
25rd, and with Saturn on the 25th. The 
last two conjunctions are not likely to be 
visible. owing to the nearness of the Sun. 
THe Srars :— 

The starry heavens become more brilliant 
and attractive as the Winter approaches. At 
midnight on November ist. 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and 10 p.m. on the Wth, all the brilliant 
region associated with the Winter nights is 
in full View, though no-part of it has as 
yet reached the meridian. The constellations 
on the meridian at this time are Cetus and 
Perseus. West of the meridian there are no 
bright stars, with the exception of the second 
magnitnde Alpha Arietis, and Alpha and Beta 
Andromedw, while Beta Ceti may be seen 
low in the South-West, if the sky is clear 
enough. Pegasus, Pisces and Aquarius, 
which occupy most of this region, are without 
outstanding lights. 

In contrast, on the Eastern side of the 
meridian are Orion, Taurus, Auriga, Gemini 
and the twe Dogs. Leo is rising. Seven first 
magnitude stars (eight, if Regulus has cleared 
the horizon) make this the most brilliant 
region in the Northern Hemisphere. Capella, 
Aldebaran, Betelgevse, Rigel, Sirius, Procyon 
and Pollux are the brightest of the array, 

To the Northward, the Great Bear is 
beginning to ascend to the Eastwards of the 
Pole. Descending, to the Westwards oí the 
same, are Lyra and Cygnus, the white lights 
of Deneb and Vega, never setting in this 
latitude, being the only other first magnitude 
stars m sight besides those already men- 
etioned, There are twenty first magnitude 
stars altogether, so that half of them are in 
sight at this hour, The skies of Fobruary 
have the advantage by two, for Arcturus and 
Spica have then come into view, while none 
of those already mentioned have set.

CALL TO MAKE IT ILLEGAL. 

“We arecot opinion that it should be made 
illegal for any mentally defective person 
under a detention order to marry.’ 

This extract from the report of the Mental 


Hospitals Committee of the London County 
Counejl will be considered when the Council 


meet to-day. 


The Commitiee add that they consider ii 
desirable that legislation should be promoted 
to make illegal the marriage of any mentally 
defective person and to legalise a system of 
voluntary sterilisation, with subsequent 
supervision, of mentally defective persons. 

esolutions urging such legislation have 
been sed in various parts of the country, 
but the Committee state that thty are not 
ea to endorse such wide proposals as 
hase contained in the resolutions. 

The danger that the children of such a 
marriage would, if the legislation 
were enacted, be illegitimate is pointed out 
by the Committee, as is also the risk 
attendant upon a purchase of property by or 
from a person Who was at the time mentally 
defective. 

“We have been advised,” the report states, 
“that this proposal, if it should become 
law, would have the effect in the marriage— 
one party to which is a mentally defective
